In a lougthy anO 
vlj(oroti5 speech bo arraigned the llquoi 
tnilllo as a greater curso to tbo country 
than slavery before emancipation, ami 
declared that If tho anil-slavery people 
had formed a National Prohibition party; 
bud tnkcu possession of tho Government, 
and bad abolished that curse through- 
out tho Nation, tbo tlavcry problenl 
wjulil havo be?n peacefully solvi-d by tho 
abolition ol drink, by the ballot, and 
tho civil war would havo had no placo In 
history. 
Ho denounced any compromise 


on the lliiuor question, taking tbo ground 


that "A compromise with crlmo Is Itself 
a crime," and that a "National crlmo can 
only be dealt with by a.National Prohibi- 
tion." Pursuing tbo subject further he 
said: "Just before the late war, oni 
Nation-was- shuddering on the verge of a

tinued cheers. 
Three hours of Indescribable noise,

Prof. J. Holbrook, representing the 


Normal College or University at Lebanon, 
Ohio, arrived in the city laat evening for 
the purpose of conferring with Deontar 
parties with reference to the important 
matter of establishing n college in this 
city, a proposition that haa been under 
consideration for nearly a year. Prof. 
Holbrook wants to locate jn Decatur, and 
if he can se< ure terms within reach ot the 
somewhat limited resources of his people 
ho will certainly select Decatur as the 
point preferable above nil others. Sev- 
eral propositions, said to be good ones, 
have beeu submitted for his acceptance. 
lie is now here to make a linal decision 
The Dr Joseph King property m the 
second ward, which can be had for $7,000, 
is the ground selected, but tho Professor 
desires 10 acres of land altogether before 
adding more buildings, such as dormito- 
ries, a large boarding house, residences 
for the faculty, eta, before completing 
arrangements. If the ground can be bad 
on terms agreeable to him, tho college 
will certainly come to Deoatnr

ixnd n certain number of stumcns or 
fertilizers. 
No sood can come to ma- 


turity unless fertilized by pollen from u 
St'tmen. But c\pononee, and more es- 
pecially tho experiments of Mr. Darwin; 
Imvo shown that plants produced from 
tho pollen of one llower applied to the 
pistil of another aro stronger nud more 
vigorous than plants produced from tho 
stamens and ovules ol a single blossom. 
It wus to obtain the benefit of this cross 
fertilization in a simple form 
that 


flowers lirst began to exist, their subse- 
quent development depends upon the 
further extension of the same principle 
Tho pines and 
other conifers, the 


grasses and sedges and tho forest trees 
for tho most part depend upon the wind 
to waif the pollen of ono blossom to the 
pistil of tho next. Hence their llowcis 
generally protrude in great hanging 
masses so that the breeze mny ciisily 
carry off tho pollen and that tho pistils 
may stand a fair chance of catcbino-any 
passing grain. Flowers of some "such 
t> pes as these wore doubtless the earli- 
est of all to bo evolved nnd their colors 
aro always either green or plain brown. 
But wind fertilization is ver/ wasteful. 
Pollen is air-expensive product to tho 
plant, requiring much useful material 
for its manufacture, and yet it has to bo 
turned loose m immense quantities on 
tho chance that a stray grain hero and 
there may light upon a pistil ready for 
its reception. It is almost aa thouo-h 
tbe American farmers were to throw 
their corn into tho Atlantic in hopes that 
a bushel or two might happen to bo 
washed ashore in England by tho waves 
nnd tho Gulf Stream. Under such cir- 
cumstances, a ship becomes of immense 
.importance and nature has provided 
just such ships, ready made for tho very 
,work that was crying out to them. 
These ships were the yet undifferentiated 
insects, 
whose descendcnts wore to 


grow into bees, rosebectles and butter- 
flies.—^. Y. Ecrald.
